America Refuses To Join’ 
Permanent Board of 
League of Nations on 
Opium Trade. 


Washington, October 4.—(P)—The 
United States government has declined 
to participate in the permanent cen- 
tral board of the League of Nations, 
set up by the 1925 Geneva opium con- 


vention, because the convention does 


not deal adequately with the control 
of production and distribution of ‘raw 
opium and cocoa leaves and their de- 
rivaties. . 

The Geneva convention also was 
described in the American refusal to 
name a representative to the board 
as tending “to destroy the unity of 
purpose and joint responsibility of the 
powers accomplished by The Hague 
convention of 1912.” 

The declination was made in a re- 
ply by Secretary Kellogg to the 
league's invitation which was trans- 


mitted today to the secretary-general 
of the league by: American -Minister 
Wilson, of Switzerland, and simul- 
taneously made public by the state 
department. The league invited the 
participation of the United States last 


Kellogg Is Frank. 

Secretary Kelloge’s communication 
was very frank. He expressed liis ap- 
preciation of the invitation, but said 
that he regretted that the. United 
States “does not find it possible” to 
select a representative upon the per- 
manent central board, because the 
Geneva convention was “unsatisfac- 
tory in certain respects of sufficient 
importance to preclude” this govern- 
ment’s participation. 

“Although in the matter of manu- 
factured drugs and the control of 
transportation the Geneva convention 
may be regarded as an improvement 
over The Hague convention of 1912, 


the secretary's reply continued, “the 
Geneva’ convention is unsatisfactory 
in respects. . ...

New York, October 4.—(Special.)— 
Under the expert guidance of Waite 
Hoyt, the celebrated undertaker, the 
Yankees tossed off their winding 
sheets at the Yankee stadium this aft- 
ernoon and beat the Cardinals, 4 to 1, 
as some 62,000 astonished spectators 
saw the mangled dead come back to 
life. As the great crowd looked out 
across the yellow sunshine of a flaw- 
less Indian summer day, Waite Hoyt 
embalmed the St. Louis invaders with 
three hits as the ponderous war club 
of Ruth, Meusel and Gehrig hammered 
four runs across the plate to send the 
Yankees into a flying lead in the 
world series opener. 

The supposedly crippled and bat- 
tered Yankees looked to be in the same 
terrible shape that Gene Tunney was 
in when he staggered up against 
Tom Heeney. They were as decrepit 
as Caesar was when he crossed the 
Rubicon and turned Gaul! into a sub

division. They ‘were as stricken and 


as helpless as the lron Duke was when 
he fell across’ Napoleon's neck at 
Waterloo. They looked to be in the 
same helpless, doddering stand that 
young Jack Dempsey was when he 
took Jess Willard apart at Toledo to 
see what made a mastodon tick. Stand- 
ing before the champions of the Na- 
tiona] league, the team that congpered 
them two years ayo, the broken, -erip- 
pled Yankees had nothing left but a 
great pitcher, a stout defense and a 
flock of runs.

George Wiley McElwaney, 22-year- 
old youth, in Fulton tower charged 
with murder of Warner Rainwater as 
the result of a fued between the Mc- 
Elwaney and Rainwater families, of 
Campbell county, will enter a plea of 
self-iefense when his case comes up 
for trial at Fairburn in the week of

Memorial President Denies 
That Carving Has Cost 
$1,421,665. 


Denying that the carving operations 
of Augtst Lukeman on the Stone 
Motntain Memorial have cost $1,421,- 
665, as stated by Samuel H. Venable 


in a statement made last Sunday, 
G. F, Willis, president of the memo- 
rial association. Thursday issued a 
statement in which he said that carv- 
ing work on the mountain “has been 
AP spot hag only 21 months, or a pe- 
ri only three months longer than 
the operations conducted by Mr. 
Borgium.” and that the total cost has 
been $127,872.76, or $57,128.24 less 
than the cost of operations conducted 
by Mr. Beorglum. Mr. Willis said 
that it was apparent that Mr. Venable 
“must have been misinformed when 
he asserted that the wotk produced 
by Mr. Lukeman has cost $1,#21,665.” 
“Mr. Borglum did not produce a 
finished head of General Lee,” added 
Mr. Willis, “but a very i:tcomplete 
head, and produced merely an embry- 
onic beginning of a head of General 
Jackson and produced nothing in the 
semblance of a head of Jefferson Da- 
vis. Lukeman has prodiced the 
mounted statate of General Lee 
‘Traveler,’ and has completely roughed 
out the figures of Davis and Jackson 
with their horses. 

Mr. Willis’ complete statement is 
as follows: 

Willis’ Statement. 

“Mr. Samuel H. Venable furnished 
the press a statement published on 
Sunday, Septebmer 30, regarding the 
affairs of the Stone Mountain Memo- 
rial association, which, I cannot, as 
president of the association, allow to 
pass unchallenged. It is far from my 
desire or purpose to have a newspaper 
controversy with Mr. Venable. I be- 
lieve the people are weary of the con- 
troversial aspects of the Stone Moun- 
tain Memorial, and that their inter- 
est consists in desiring tv see the 
work go forward. This statement I 
feel obliged to make, that the people 
may have the full facts on the points 
contained in Mr. Venable's statement. 


“His chief complaint or criticism 
is that the association has expended 
more than it should have expended 
to raise its funds, and this complaint 
seems directed especially at the ex- 
pense incurred in the coin sale cam- 
paign. Realizing that the sale of the 
coins was a complicated and difficult 
undertaking, which would require the 
services of experts, the association 
canvassed the whole field of money- 
raising organizations in the cotntry. 
As chairman of a special committee 
in charge of the matter, I personally 
made two trips to New York. We 
sifted out the leading organizations in 
this line, and interviewed them all, 
one after another. Our final selection 
was an organization headed by Mr. 
Harvey J. Hill. a man who had raised 
hundreds of millions of dollars for the 
government and various educations, 
charitable and patriotic enterprises. 
Mr. Hill submitted a prospectus of his 
plans for selling the coins, which was 
examined in details and approved by 
the executive committee of the asso- 
ciation.

Only a partition sepa- 
rated many of the one-room ‘homes’ 
in the middle and lower class resi- 
dential districts, where families of six 
fo eight people lived with their cow 
or goat tied to the back door. Every 
sort of fever was raging and under- 
takers were doing a land-office busi- 
ness. This condition was greatly re- 
lieved, however, before the boys of ‘VS 
had finished their job, and General 
Wood earried out the program of 
cleanliness and better sanitary facili- 
ties some time latex with the coopera- 
tion of the natives.”

Mayor Gillis: was remanded to the 
Salem jail to begin his sentence at 
once. 

The disposition of the Gillis case 
was made by Judge Nelson P, Brown 
in the superior criminal ceurt before 
whom Mayor Gillis had pleaded guilty 
last week to various violations of 
state laws and city ordinances. It

New York, October 4.—(#)—Har-

“This action has been universally 
endorsed and generall supported by 
the fraternities themselves,” the state- 
ment said.

‘ «t{ day's issue the text 
of the Dyer anti- 
lynching bill. Few 
of our southern 
people have as yet 
recognized and real- 
ized the dangers to 
their peace and 
rights that are em- 
bodied in that pro- 
posed legislation. 


Although framed 
in terms of general 
application, as op- 
erative in Maine 
and Oregon as in 
Georgia or Texas, 
the author of the 
bill and its backers 
do not hesitate to 

say that it is aimed at the southern 
people and they expect it to be al- 
most wholly enforced upon them. 

It is not necessary ta repeat what 
has been said throughout the south 
thousands of times—that there is no 
acceptable palliation for the public 
erime of lynching. Nothing can jus- 
tify it while the state exists in a con- 
dition of law and order. 

But that is not the question in- 
volved in the proposed federal anti- 
lynching law. 

That law is proposed as a partisan, 
political measure to answer the de- 
mands of political negroes in the 
northern electoral districts to penalize 
the southern people whenever a lynch- 


ing occurs.

Against the State, Not the Mob. 

The argument of Congressman yb 
and his supporting colleagues is that 
this anti-lynching bill is authorized as 
an act in enforcement of the guaran- 
ties of the 14th amendment. The par- 
ticular part of the amendment. to 
which they refer, is— 

“Nor ‘shall any state deprive any 
person of life, liberty, or property 
without due process of law, nor deny 


|to any person within its jurisdiction 


the equal protection of the laws.” 

That is all plain enough a:d prop- 
er enough, as the supreme court of 
the United States has uniformly held 
and will continue to hold. 

But the supreme court, in so hold- 
ing, has dozens of times distinctly 
declared that the prohibition is against 
action affirmatively taken by the 
state, or some one of its authorized 
agencies. 

No state in the south, or elsewhere 
in the union, has ever enacted that 
in any case a citizen shall not have 
the equal protection of its laws. It is 
inconceivable that any one of them 
would do so. Hence, there exists no 
basis for a Dyer bill to enforce that 
part of the constitution.

Bill Is Uneonstitutional. 

Many of the best constitutional 
lawyeis in the nation have pronounced 
the Dyer bill clearly and flagrantly 
unconstitutional. But that does not 
faze the author and promoters of the 
measure, 

They know. as most men do, that 


the republican party has no reputa- 
tion for fidelity to or obedience of the 
constitution, 

It was born out of the womb of an 
unconstitutional agitation in a family 
of states that had emacted laws to 
nullify the constitution. 

The crime of lynching is a crime 
against the state law defining and 
punishing murder. Those are inde- 
feasible functions. of tLe sovereign 
state and not of the delegated federal 
government. Even Alexander Hamil- 
ton, the adopted godfather of the re- 
publican party, said as mu¢h in the 
ratification convention in New York.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


THE RODENT ERA IS 
. CLOSE UPON US 
Ellis Parker Butler's “Pigs Is Pigs” 
and an occasional narrative or pice 
ture of a jackrabbit roundup in Aus 
tralia or some section of our own 
wide west, may give one a faint no- 
tion of the situation, but here is a 
more impressive fact vouched for by 
one of the bureaus of the federal gov- 
ernment: 

Tht rat is the active agent in the 
spread of bubonic plague, which dis- 
ease, in the 20-year period ended in 
1923, killed over 11,000,000 people in 
India alone. Since the Hongkong 
epidemic of 1894, bubonic plague has 
been distributed through channels of 
international commerce to all parts of 
the world where conditions favor the 
breeding of rats and rat fleas. It is 
the fleas’ on the rats that carry the 
plague to man or to other animal car- 
riers. These fleas are likely to infest 
ground squirrels, and probably other 
rodents. Ground squirrels infested 
with plague carrying fleas have been 
found in California now and then: 
doubtless these squirrels borrowed 
the fleas from rats that entered from 
unguarded ships in port from the 
orient. Sanitary regulations are now 
strict, that every cable or rope or 
other bridge from ship to shore must 
be provided with a guard to prevent 
the landing of rats from the vessel, 
Then, too, fumigation with hydro- 
cyanic acid gas pretty thoroughly dis- 
poses of all rats in a ship’s hold. 

If the prolific breeding of rats were 
not constantly controlled by disease, 
natural enemies and the cannibalistic 
habits of the animal himself. the 
world would soon be overrun and man 
would be eompelled to fight a losing 
battle for seraps of food. 

The rat is famous for his sagacity, 
cunning and resourcefulness. To these 
qualities is due the extraordinary abil- 
ity of this menace to thrive in close 
proximity to man without arousing 
man to the necessity of exterminating 
the vermin. 

Trapping with spring or cage traps, 
the use of poison baits, hunting with 
dogs, ¢ats, weasels, ferrets, snakes, 
and fumigation with poisonous gases 
are all more or less successful in the 
hands of experts, but only trapping is 
safely and successfully employed by 
householders in the battle against 
these rodents. 

Rat suppressive measures are more 
effective than destructive agents. The 
way to suppress rats is, simply, sepa- 
rate the animals from their food sup- 
ply. Thoughtfulness and attention to 
this measure in the handling or stor- 
ing of foodstuffs in the home, place 
of business, or wherever food is kept, 
will most certainly eliminate this 
nuisance. The basement of a dwelling 
may just as well be made rat proof 
as not, when you are building. 

The home all bulk foods should be 
kept in rat proof containers. 

Everywhere about the city rats are 
invited and cultivated by exposed 
garbage. The garbage receptacle, even 
though it stands out only a few hours, 
must have a rat tight cover. 

No progressive community today 
will tolerate a garbage dump even 
in the outskirts or in the environs 
of the poor. These muniipal sani- 
tary crimes feed and breed rats by 
the millions. I should think a resi- 
dent or property owner in the vicinity 
of such a nuisance would have an ex- 
cellent case of substantial damages 
against the municipality guilty of 
maintaining the nuisance.

This petition was granted by 
the .commissioner, who said only the 
president of the United States could 
effect Rodriguez’ release. 


Espinosa explained that under 
treaty Cuba has two months in which 
to complete its extradition request. 

Rodriguez appeared unconcerned 
today. Dressed as a prosperous 
business man he set about making 
himself comfortable in his cell. He 
readily admitted his identity, Espinosa 
said, but was not questioned about the 
alleged murder, He had been identi- 
fied previously’ by Marie Suarez, a 
niece of Mrs. Muniz, who, with Ar- 
dizana, had followed the fugitive to 
this country. Rodriguez came _ to 
Tampa a week ago, it was learned, to 
visit a woman friend and to get her 
to return to New York, because “it 
isn’t safe for me here.” 

The three. men set a watch for him 
but it wasn’t suctessful until yester- 
day when he was seized by the trio in 
a suburb and held for the police. , 

The alleged murder occurred .Pan- 
uary 10, 1923. Two alleged accom-| 
plices were captured. One was ex- 
ecuted and the other sentenced to life 
imprisonment. The slayers got away 
with $7,000 of the woman's. savings. 

Lhe murder was well planned, it 
was said. Gates and doors were lock- 
ed to prevent sudden _ interruption. 
The victim was strangled. Her body 


was found two hours later by a 


niece, but clews *wete lacking. Rodri- 
guez attended the funeral the next day 
and implicated the fathers'of Ardizana 
and Miss Suarez. They were held in 
custody for several days and in the 
meantime Rodriguez fled the country.

In Columbus Address Party 
Leader Calls for Votes on 
Real Issues. 


Columbus, Ga., October 4.—(7)— 
Bringing a message bristling with de- 
nunciation of those whe he said sought 
to inject religious prejudice, 
lin D. Roosevelt declared here tonight 
that “the nomination of a Catholic 
by one of the major parties” had made 
the presidential campaign “one of the 
most important in our national life.” 

Addressing a rally of democrats 
from eastern Alabama and western 
Georgia in behalf of the party's na- 
tional ticket, Mr. Reosevelt, who re- 
cently was nominated for governor of 
New York, inveighed against the “in- 
credibly vile stories and threats cir- 
culated by unthinking people opposed 
to the democratic nominees.” 


“The nomination of a Catholic by 
one of the major parties has made 
this campaign one of the most impor- 
tant in our national life,” he said. 
“For generations we Americans have 
lived side by side in harmony—Protes- 
tants, Catholics, Jews. The measure 
up to now has been a man's worth, 
not a man’s church membership. 

“We as a nation have lived up to 
the spirit of Thomas Jefferson's great 
statute of religious liberty, yet this 
year of 1928 has seen in every part 
of the country a flare-up during the 
months of July and August of an old 
passion that we thought was dead. A 
handful of Americans seemed to revert 
temporarily to the old traditions of 
the 1h and 17th centuries. 

“This handful of unthinking citizens 
has made a mighty stir and has used 
the same old appeal to prejudice by 
false statements and a complete dis- 
regard for the letter and spirit of our 
accepted institutions. Fortunately this 
expression has caused more noise than 
harm for there has been plenty of 
time to correct its effect by an ap- 
peal to the true state of facts. 

“This appeal to false prejudice has 
been most widespread in out of the 
way places. where some persons would 
swallow the incredibly vile stories and 
threats printed in pamphlets and hand 
bills and in some weekly papers.

The next three were not 
necessary, As slaves would have been 
freed anyway and the states would not 
have found themselves hampered by 
appeal to higher courts in a_ large 
number of cases. As for prohibition 
and woman's suffrage, they should 
have been left to the individual states 
to decide.” 

In conclusion, Judge Foster said 
that he thought the rejection of the 
child labor amendment showed that 
the states were waking up. 

“An equal division of power is the 
only solution,” he said, “so let us hope 
the pendulum will soon hit the center 
and stay: there.”

NO UNIVERSAL PANACEA 


OR FARM TROUBLES 


Philadelphia, October 4.—(P))— 
There is no universal panacea to rem- 
edy agricultural troubles, Harry L. 


Ruasell, dean of the college of agricul- 
ture at the University of Wisconsin, 
told members of the American Bank- 
ers’ association. 


“The future success of the farmer 
lies in improving his labor income 
rather. than through the unearned in- 
crement due to advance in price of his 
farm,” he said. 

Agricultural deflation has run its 
course, the dean believes, so, with rea- 
sonably cheap money, an adjustment 
of taxes and a structure that reflects 
earning power’ rather than inflated 
and unearned increment in property 
values, the farmer will be able to en- 
joy the “fruits of his labor ;on the 
basis of a better labor income.’ 

For farm relief, Dean Russell listed 
a number of suggestions, 


He said there is a surplus of land 
and cited figures showing there are 
7,000,000 acres of irrigated land with- 
out farmers to plow it. 

“Congress might refrain from fur- 
ther extension of reclamation projects 
until at least population needs in those 
sections economically warrant their 
development,” he said. 

With development of a “more ra- 
tional” land policy, Dean Russell said 
that reforestation should be encour- 


aged. 
Taxation systems must be revised if 
the farmer is to be aided, for “the 
trouble with the tax on real peeperty 
is its relative inelasticity,”’ he sa

Supported as solid fact on the one 
hand and pure fancy on the other, 
the radio trade situation statistics 
gathered by the department of com- 
merce have become a real bone of 
contention in the radio industry. 
Sore spots will probably be inten- 
sified by the indirect rebuke of the 
Radio Manufacturers’ association dis- 


-cernible in the form of letters to the 


33,000 dealers in the United~ States 
that has just been distributed over the 
signature of Herbert Hoover's recent 
successor as secretary of commerce, 
William P. Whiting. 

The letter thanks the dealers for 
cooperating with the government de- 
partment in furnishing information re- 
garding their stocks on hand other 
associated data. It declares that 
“evidence reaching the department, 
not only from manufacturers, but from 
the wholesale and retail trade as well, 
indicate that the statistical informa- 
tion you have supplied is serving an 
exceedingly useful purpose.” Secre- 
tary Whiting asks the dealers to con- 
tinue submitting their figures. 

The statistics and deductions nat- 
urally drawn from them are exactly 
what the Radio Manufactrers’ asso- 
ciation has been fighting strenuously. 
The R. M. A. has repe.tedly stated 
publicly that it regards them as in- 
adequate, misleading and harmful to 
the industry’s progress and welfare.

Chieago, October 4—A@)—Corn) 
went soaring today, and outdid pre- 
vious high-price records for the*sea- 
son. Buying of future deliveries took 
on large proportions owing partly to 
word that Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardine is urging 50,000,000 bushels 
increase of corn feeding. 

Despite liberal sales to realize prof- 
its, closing quotations om corn were 
firm, 1 5-Se to 1 7-Se net higher. 
Wheat finished 3-4c to 1 12-Sc up, 
oats at 3-8c to 3-8@1-2c advance, 
and provisions unchanged to a rise 


of 10 to 12c. 

From the outset, corn was on the 
advance, and, topmost points reached 
were during the late dealings. 
Throughout the day, attention of trad- 
ers focused on Secretary Jardine’s 
statement urging farmers to use mil- 
lions of bushels more corn in feeding 
eattle, hogs and poultry this season. 
Meanwhile, trade talk centered also 
on the relative cheapness of United 
States corn in Europe as compared 
with Argentina corn. 


Reports that industries in Iowa, 
the banner corn state, were buying 
corn at Chicago, formed an interest- 
ing feature of today’s bulge in corn 
values. It was asserted that 100,000 
bushels of corn had been purchased 
here for shipment to Clinton, lowa. 
Aside from this purchase, brisk ship- 
ping demand here was apparent. 

Wheat and oats proved responsive 
to corn strength. Besides, Canadian 
wheat grading was reported to be 
making the worst showing of the sea- 
son, only 51 per cent of receipts be- 
ing of No. 4 quality or above. Fur- 
thermore, volume of wheat deliveries 
at interior points in Canada has fallen 
off sharply to below 6,000,000 bush- 
els for the first time since the 1928 
crop movement got well under way.

Outside the stock market, chief spec- 
ulatiye interest centered in the estab- 
lishment of a new low record by sterling 
exchange, reviving hopes of further 
gold imports; a lowering of call money 
rates and the publication, after the 
close of the market, of the weekl; 
féderal reserve statement on brokers’ 
loans, which increased $45,270,000, 
bringing the total to a new high rec- 
ord at $4,569,978,00vu. 

The Raskob statement took 


street by surprise as he has been -rec- 
et as one of the leaders of the 
“bull” movements of tle last few 
years, Previous statements by Mr. 
Raskob invariably have been of a bull 
ish character. furket interests. pre- 
viously reported to ‘have been identi- 
fied with Mr. Raskob on the “bull” 
side of the market, were active buy- 
ers in the late rally, specializing in 
such issues as Chrysler, Packard, 
Briggs, National Cash Register and 
United States Steel common, all but 
the last named touching new high lev- 
els for the year. 

Call money renewed at 71-2 per 
cent, as against 8 yesterday. dropped 
to 7 and thence to 61-2 with a plenti- 
ful supply of funds available as a 
result of the heavy return flow of Oc- 
tober 1 disbursements.

NEW ORLEANS

New Orleans, October 4.

After an early gain 
on expectations of a bullish crop esti- 
mate, prices turned easier under hedge 
selling and pre-bureau liquidation, De- 
cember contracts selling off from 18.60 
to 18.37 and closed at the latter fig- 
ure, net 6 points down for the day.

Despite higher Liverpool cables than 
due, the market opened easy at losses 
of 1 to 6 points.

SLAYER OF GIRL 
SENTENCED TO DIE 
IN ELECTRIC CHAIR 


Homerville, Ga., October 4-—()— 
Lester Chaunéey, 24, today was sen- 
tenced to die in the electric chair at 
Milledgeville on November 23 for the 
murder last May of 10-year-old Ruby 
Lee Anderson, and the fatal wound- 
ing of Jim Lee. The sentence was 
imposed by Judge Knight of Clinch 
superior court after a jury had re- 
turned a verdict of guilty. 

According to evidence brought ont 
at the trial, Chauncey’s 15-year-old 
child-wife left him last May, and re-
